You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, 
in said town on the second Tuesday of March next, at 
ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 

First. To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 

Second. To choose three Selectmen, Overseer of the 
Poor, Collector of Taxes, Highway Agent, and all other 
necessary town officres for the ensuing year. 

Third. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges for the ensuing year. 

Fourth. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to repair highways and bridges for the en- 
suing year. 

Fifth. To raise such sums of money as may be nec- 
essary for the construction and repair of sewers and 
sidewalks for the ensuing year. 

Sixth. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise for the improvement of the cemeteries of 
the town, or act thereon. 

Seventh. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the proper observance of Memorial 
Day, or act thereon. 

Eighth. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of three hundred dollars to provide a free bed at the 
Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital‘ or act thereon. 

Nineth. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise to assist in the work of the Visiting Nurse 
Association, or act thereon. 

Tenth. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the benefit of the West Lebanon Library or 
act thereon. 

Eleventh. To see what action the town will take to 
enable it to secure the benefits of the provisions of “An 
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Act to Provide for State Aid and for the permanent 
improvement of Main Highways throughout the State. ’’ 
Approved, April 10, 1909, or act thereon. 

Twelfth. To see what action the town will take to 
enable it to secure the benefits of the provisions of ‘‘An 
Act in Amendment of Section 8, Chapter 35 of Laws of 
1905, and of Section 20 of Chapter 155 of Laws of 1909, 
relating to Maintenance of Highways.’’ Approved April 
15, 1911, or act thereon. 

Thirteenth. To determine the division of the school 
money. — 

Fourteenth. To hear the reports of the Auditors and 
the Town School Board. 

Fifteenth. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of one hundred dollars to hire Rogers & Whitney 
Park for a play ground, or act thereon. 

Sixteenth. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of fifty dollars to hire a play ground at West 
Lebanon, or act thereon. 

Seventeenth. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the benefit of brass bands, or act 
thereon. 

Eighteenth. To see if the town will vote to buy 
public scales and raise money therefor, or act thereon. 

Nineteenth. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to repairing and improving the Town Hall, 
to raise money therefor, or act thereon. 

Twentieth. To see if the town will vote to employ a 
sexton for the entire year, or act thereon.

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The following contagious diseases have been re- 
ported during the year: 

Twelve cases of Typhoid Fever, 8 of which were at 
West Lebanon and 6 in one house, contracted without 
any doubt, from the use of Mascoma River water for 
washing purposes. No deaths. 


Fourteen cases of Scarlet Fever with one death 
occuring at East Wilder. A wide spread epidemic of 
Measles is prevailing, there having been not far from 
300 cases with one death from complications. Six 
deaths have occured from Tuberculosis. 

Many complaints of nuisances have been investi- 
gated and corrected where possible. 

In several instances we have had great difficulty 
in getting house owners to connect with the sewer and 
quite a number have, as yet, failed to do so. During 
the coming season we shall see to it that every one own- 
ing a house within 100 feet of a public sewer. uses 
entrance thereto. The expense is small and getting rid 
of these disease breeding spots would mean much to the 
town. 

There is a law forbidding children attending public 
schools unless showing evidence of having been vacci- 
nated. That law has not been enforced in this town 
for some years. . 

Therefore we give notice that in compliance with 
that law no child will be allowed to enter the public 
schools at the beginning of the next school year without 
a certificate or other evidence of vaccination.
